The State of New Hampshire 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Westmoreland, 
in the County of Cheshire, in said State, qualified to 
vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at town hall in 
said Westmoreland on Tuesday, the eighth day of 
March next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and 
make appropriation for the same. 


3. To bring in your votes for the election of dele- 
gates-at-large, alternate delegates-at-large, district 
delegates, alternate district delegates to the National 
Conventions of the Democratic and Republican parties, 
to be held for the purpose of nominating party candi- 
dates for president and vice-president of the United 
States. 


4. To elect a forestry committee, hear report of 
present committee and take action thereon and also 
elect a tree warden. 


5. To see what sum of money in addition to 
what is required by law the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the support of highways and 
bridges. 


6. To see if the town will vote to apply for state 
aid for state road maintenance and raise and appro- 
priate money for the same.

7. To see if the town will vote to apply for state 
aid for trunk line maintenance and raise and appro- 
priate money for the same. 


8. To see if the town will vote to apply for state 
aid for state road construction and raise and appro- 
priate money for the same. 


9. Tosee if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum not exceeding $500 for snow removal. 


10. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $400 to co-operate with the state 
for the purpose of eradicating white pine blister rust. 


11. To see what disposition the town will vote to 
make of the income from the Jotham Lord fund. 


12. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $100 for the support of the li- 
brary. 


13. To see if the town will vote to purchase the 
Ross snow plow used this winter and raise and appro- 
priate money for the same. 


14. To see if the town will vote to put in a cess- 
pool near the town hall and connect same with the 
chemical closets and raise and appropriate money for 
the same. 


-15. To see if the town will vote to buy fire fight- 
ing apparatus and raise and appropriate money for 
the same. 


16. To see if the town will vote to build a con- 
crete bridge on the River road to replace the wooden 
bridge near the Solon Chickering place, so called, and 
raise and appropriate money for the same. 


17. To see if the town will vote to buy a tractor 
and road equipment and raise and appropriate money 
for the same. 
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18. To see what price the town will vote to pay 
its officers and labor the ensuing year. 


19. To see what action the town will take relative 
to discontinuing the road from the Chesterfield town 
line near the Scott land, so called, to the road leading 
from the Glebe road, so called, past Alfred Laurence’s. 


20. To transact any other business that may le- 
gally come before said meeting.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Westmoreland: 


I submit my fourth annual report as Superintend- 
ent of Schools. 


Organization and Enrollment 


We were fortunate in having only two new teach- 
ers in the schools for the present school year. The va- 
cancy left by the resignation of Mrs. Thompson at 
East Westmoreland was filled by Miss Isabelle Call, 
Keene Normal school, 1931. Mrs. Ruth C. Comstock, 
Keene Normal school, 1925, has replaced Miss Ander- 
son at Westmoreland Village. 


The organization in tabular form follows:

Buildings and Equipment 


During the past summer space for a wash room 
and toilets was built on to the Depot school, and Kaus- 
tine chemical toilets were installed. 

It was necessary during the Christmas vacation to 
replace the two toilet tanks at the Village school. All 
four of the school buildings are now furnished with 
chemical toilets. 

The Parent-Teacher Associations of Westmore- 
land Village and Westmoreland Corner have installed 
electric lights in those two schools. 
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Text Books and Supplies 


As new books are purchased to replace those worn 
out in service, an attempt has been made to follow a 
definite adoption in the various subjects. Each year 
finds more of the same books used in similar grades 
of the different schools. This makes for greater econo- 
my in the purchase and use of books. Unused books 
on hand in one school may be transferred to another 
school where there is a shortage, thus obviating the 
necessity of buying new books. Children transferring _ 
from one school to another find the same books in use 
in the schools. Such adoptions have been made in 
the text books in the following subjects: Basal read- 
ers, spellers, arithmetics, geographies, histories and 
language books. 
_ The teachers have co-operated well in the ~eco- 
nomical distribution and use of school supplies. 


Finances 

The three largest items in our budget are those 
covering teachers’ salaries, transportation of pupils, 
and high school tuition. The teachers’ salaries are 
known quite definitely in advance. Transportation and 
tuition are very uncertain and cannot usually be esti- 
mated closely. These two items will probably be higher 
than estimated. The cost of replacing the toilet tanks 
at the Village school was also not an estimated expen- 
diture. 

However, due to economy in other lines, there will 
apparently be enough funds to run the schools to the 
end of the year, without asking for a deficiency appro- 
priation. 

I wish to acknowledge the co-operation of the par- 
ents, members of the School Board and the teachers.
